* Bemo curtosity has been displayed by 
members of the Diet respecting the terms 
of the Convention ‘relating to Korea which 
hag. been negotiated between Japan_and 
Russia, Count Okuma has naturally re- 
plied to questions put by members that ho 
must first obtain the-consent of Russia 
before laying the Cdivention before the 
Dist, and some authorities bolieve that 
several weeks will elapse before. such 
consent can’ he secured, This would 
suggest either that negotiations are still 
going on or else that Count Okuma is 
seeking to have some of the - provisions 
of the Convention modified. The latter 
is most probably the truo interpretation, 
for it’ ia well known ‘that the strong. 
fureign-policy party, with which Connt 
Okuma ‘in his days of Opposition was 
associated, regarded tho arrangement 
between Japan and -Rusaia with feolings of 
anything but approbation.
